French Luxemburg border and the 
third is in southern Alsace. Germany 
is conducting 
the 
first two and 
France the third. 
The object of a 
reconnaissance in force is to entice 
the enemy to betray his .strength by 
sending against him a skirmishing 
body sufficiently powerful to cause 
him to prepare for an attack.
